Dam Case Is 
Upheld by 
High Court 


LITTLE ROCK (m—The Arkan- 


sas Supreme Court today upheld 
Arkansas County Chancery Court 
in its refusal to order removal of 
a controversial dam in Arkansas 
County or to award damages for 
maintepance of the barrier. 


De Vore Farms, Inc., sued But- 


ler Hunting Club, asking that it be 
restrained 
from 
continuing 
to 


maintain a dam across Mill Bayou 
and seeking $20,000 in damages for 
merchantable timber allegedly de- 
stroyed by flooding of its lands as 
a result of the dam. 


In reply, Butler denied that the 


dam has caused water to back up 
on the De Vore land or that any 
timber had been ruined. 


After a hearing, Chancery Court 


dismissed De Vore's complaints on 
ground that it had -failed to make 
cut a case against the defendant. 


De Vote appealed, but the Su- 


preme Court agreed with the low- 
er court. 


The Supreme 
Court, with two 


dissents, said Sebastian Chancellor 
Franklin Wilder erred in dismiss- 
ing a suit over proposed sale of 
a motel without hearing both sides 
of the case. 


Pearl Ray sued Edward Jr. Rob- 


ben, asking that Robben .be re- 
quired to carry out a purported 
contract by which he was to buy 
a motel at 3408 Midland Boule- 
vard, Fort Smith, from Mrs. Ray 
for $17,500. 


After hearing testimony for Mr-;. 


Ray, the chancellor held that she 
hadn't made a case strong enough 
to require any possible refutation 
on the part of witnesses for Rob- 
ben. Wilder dismissed 
the com- 


plaint. 


Disagreeing with the chancellor, 


the Supreme Court sent the case 
back for a full hearing. 


The majority opinion was writ- 


ten by Associate 
Justice. George 


Rose Smith. Associate ustices Ed

sented.

criticized on the ground that they 
spend too much money for adver- 
tising, or that as monopolies they 
should not be allowed to adver- 
tse. These arguments usually are 
presented by opponents of utility 
rate increases in hearings before 
the Arkansas Public Service Com- 
mission, 
although 
similar criti- 


cisms have been made during po- 
litical campaigns. 


The APA, which ended its 
an- 


nual mid-winter meeting here Sat- 
urday, said that advertising per- 
forms "a vital function in the U.S 
economic system." 


An APA resolution 
said 
that 


utilities "have the problem of in- 
creasing the use of their products 
and of persuading consumers to 


choose their special services over 
1he services 
of 
othc-r 
utilities." 


The resolution also said 
Hint ad- 


vertising increases the sale of ap- 
pliances, which in 
turn increase 


the use of the utility's service. The 
newspaper publishers pointed out 
that business as a whole spends up 
to six per cent of gross sales on 
advertising while utilities avcra?q£ 
less than one per cent.

doesn't take pride in being called 
"a good cop? What policeman can 
resent an big-eyed kid who looks 
up at him and says, "When I grow 
up, I want to be a cop just like 
you." 


Any word 
cat*, bo good or bad, 


depending on the way it is said. 
People can be policed, but nobody 
can police a language. 


The irony of J. Edgar Hoover's
